Installment Taxation 


The difficulties of cities and towns in} 
Massachusetts in getting tax anticipa-| 
tion loans from the banks brings home 
stronger than ever that our tax collection | 
machinery slow and can cause 
financial embarrassment to any town or 
city, regardless of how good its condition 
may be. Andover, which is in excellent 
financial condition, will in March go to 
the banks and ask money on a tax anti- 
cipation loan to meet the bills of the 
town until the 1932 taxes are collected 
in November, and it is no secret that 
there may be some difficulty, for all 
bankers are wary of municipalities to- 
day. Pittsfield this week couldn't get any 
money from the banks. And Springfield, 
one of the strongest cities financially in 
the state, faced the same difficulty not 
long ago. 

No city or town would face financial 
embarrassment from the bankers who 
refuse to loan them money if taxes were 
collected semi-annually, or better quar- 
terly, rather than annually, as they are 
now. Better still, municipalities would 
suave in interest money if taxes were 
collected at frequent intervals in install- 
ments. The tax commissioner has re- 
ported that this system of borrowing 
on anticipated taxes costs Massachu- 
setts municipalities $4,000,000, It cost 
Andover last year $3,310.55, 

Pax Commissioner Long proposes to 
advance the date of assessing from April 
1 to January 1 and to advance the date 
of collecting taxes that payments 
would be made July 1 for half the levy 
and October 1 for the other half. This

Such proposals 


as this bring municipal financing in line 
with modern business and that promises 
to take much of the curse out of tax- 


| paying. 


We quote Louis M. Lyons of the 
Boston Globe, who is writing a series of 
articles on the present credit crisis in 
Massachusetts, and who sums up the 
arguments for installment tax collection 
in convincing fashion: 


In modern life, people get most of 
their bills by the month and their larger 
bills perhaps quarterly. The tax bill is 
almost the only thing that hits a citizen 
all in a lump—a lump large enough to 
bury him, That is the principal reason 
that tax collections are as slow as they 
are. 

With taxes payable March 1, June 1, 
and December 1, there 
would be no excuse for having to borrow 
to meet current charges. The $1,000,000 
a year of interest would be saved, and a 
repetition of the present dangerous situ- 
ation to our municipalities, resulting 
from the contraction of credit would be 
prevented. 


There are obvious difliculties in start- 
ing on a change. That is why it has been 
put off so long. If it were made effective 
beginning in 1933 it would mean that as 
soon as we had paid our 1932 tax, we 
should have to begin paying our 1933 
tax. But only one-quarter of it at a time. 


The greatest beneficiary of the change, 
as soon as he had made his first quarterly 
payment, would be the taxpayer. He 
would never again have that great lump 
of an annual tax bill hanging over his 
head.
